This direct charge is made in an 
official report to President Roosevelt 
by Herbert Knox Smith, commissioner 
of corporations, in submitting to him 
further results of the investigation of 
the operations of the Standard Oil 
company by the bureau of corpora­ 
tions. 


Part three of the report, dealing 
with discriminations in prices, was 
made public by Commissioner Smith. 
It consists of a detailed summary of 
the work of the investigators and a 
letter of transmittal of the report to 
the president 


Commissioner Smith asserts that tho 
Standard, enjoying practically an ab­ 
solute monopoly of the oil trade in 
this country, has charged "such prices 
as it could thereby extort, and the 
American consumer has had to pay 
these 
prices. 
Meeting 
competition 
abroad, it has given the foreign con­ 
sumer enormously lower prices, and it 
has used the profits made at home to 
maintain its position abroad, so that 
the American consumer has been se­ 
verely discriminated against for the 
purpose of maintaining, not the domi­ 
nance of American export trade, but 
the dominance of a particular combi­ 
nation which has used its power fre­ 
quently and conspicuously to the dis­ 
advantage of the American public.” 


Extraordinary statements are con­ 
tained in the report respecting the 
varying prices of oil In this country. 
It is pointed out that as the Standard 
does business directly with tho retail 
dealers, it is in position to make dif­ 
ferent prices on the same grade of 
oil in different localities, and it actu­ 
ally takes advantage of that position. 
In localities where the Standard has 
no competition it exacts immensely 
higher prices for its products than it 
charges in localities where It is obliged 
to meet competition. 


It is shown in the report that seven 
mills per gallon on illuminating oil af­ 
fords a profit of about 10 per cent, on 
the investment in refining and market­ 
ing the oil. 


“But th'j actual differences in the 
Standard’s prices among competitive 
and non-comp titive towns and areas,” 
says 
Commissioner 
Smith, 
"often 
amounts to several cents per gallon. A 
combination which can command the 
profits that these figures imply, over 
large areas, has therefore obviously a 
tremendous weapon when it enters on 
aggressive price cutting against Inde­ 
pendent concerns.”

As to the method of f-m^ing and carrying: Tie the loose skin ends of the 


op:>o?iie legs together; that is, tie the rijjht front les aa^- the left hind leg, 
the right hiad !es» and the lot't front oae together. This makes what the 
Iiv-nttr calls a "cro-Hed sliug." If the deer is a seamen's fawn or spike buck 
it niay be carried oa oae shoulder, but if it weighs eighty or oae hundred 
pounds, the better ni«jtliOi! is so s-iag it on both shou-aers. To do this easily 
requires a liu'e practice, as the ileer nrast be laid dowa with the tied legs up; 
the hunter then ^<'ts dowa almost ou his back and ruas both arms through, 
drawing it up anti sliug&g it oa both shoulders. As shown in the accompany- 
ing photo, the burner \v-io h:;£ his d~*er tiius slung has both hands free, and 
caa thus make instant use or his rilJe, should the occasion require. If carried 
on cae shoulder, oue hand is aeeJeil to steady the deer, thus giving only one 
haaJ for the riiie. and making; it impossible to use the gun till after the load 
is dropped. To rest iiimsolf, the hi-ater simply lies down en his back, with 
the deer un^c-r him, chuci-ing a hillside or slope for this.—From Recreation.

Often the ashes contain three things 
—dust, or easily pulverized material, 
hard clinkers and cinders. The clink- 
ers are not good for anything, but the 
cinders, which are nearly black, are 
really good fuel. Only a part of the 
carbon 
they possessed 
has been 


bKrneO, and it v,-ou!d be wasteful to 
throw them away. It is safe to say 
that any new heat obtained ironi ash- 
es is produced by ths carbon left^ in 
cinders, and it could be secured with- 
out any "doctoring" with proper care 
in burning the stuff the second time. 
Strangely enough, these inventors al- 
ways want to 'use new coal with the 
ashes. 'If their ideas were correct 
their chemicals ought to work with 
clinkers and dust alone, if not with, 
sand and gravel. 


Dr. A. H. Gill, professor of chemis- 


try in the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology (in Boston), looked 
at 


one of the 
stories of the Altooaa 


man's process and- laughed at it. He 
remarked that with certain kinds of 
coal the addition of a little water 
•fc-as considered advantageous, but he 
ridiculed the other substances em- 
ployed. He denied that either soda 
lye or acetylene gas could be gener- 
ated by any change in the mixture, as 
has been asserted. Then he added, 
evidently as the result of some recent 
experiments of his own: 


"When this ntixture conies Into the 


furnace the fire appears brighter 
from the volatilization of the salt, 
which colors all the flames intensely 
yellow; this salt condenses €n the 
cooler parts of the boiler and econo- 
mizes and corrodes them. The oxalic 
acid is broken up by the heat of the 
fire into steam, carbonic acid and car- 
bonic oxide—all products of combus- 
tion, and with the exception cf the 
latter, valueless as fuel. The quan- 
tity of carbonic oxide produced is 
about two-fifths of an ounce, equiva- 
lent in heating value to a piece of 
coal the size of a pea."

how tho trick is done. 
Carrying a doer into camp Is no lit- 
T 
tlo task, especially if tho hunter is several miles out, with a 
• 
range of timbered mountains to covor. 
But if the deer Is 
^ ^ 
'Droperly slung. It can bo carried In with less than half the 


0 
labor and trouble otherwise encountered. 


^^ soon as tho deer is shot'lts throat should be cut, for 
the protection of the meat. If It Is a doe it is a good plan 
to remove tho entire head, as this will lessen the weight. 
Then dress by re- 
moving everything except the heart and liver, though the latter should also 
be taken out if pierced by the bullet. 
The lungs of a deer are not very good, 
but If It is not far to camp they can bo left In; but where the distance to camp 
Is long, the lungs should bo taken out, as they attract files m o r e than any other 
part of the meat. 
Begin skinning at the ankles, slitting back and cutting off 
tho legs at the knee. 
This allows about eight or ten Inches of loose skin for 
tying and slinging. 
If tho hunter does 
not want to return 
Immediately 
to 
camp, the door should be hung up. after cleaning, and the spot marked» In such 
a way as to be easily located. 
If the carcass is spread open when hung up, 
tho files will not bother it. even though the weather is warm. The "blow fly/' 
which does tho most mischief, will not enter a wide-open carcass, but if a 
small aperture is loft into which ho can crawl, he will creep In and deposit 
oggs that bccomo working maggots within a few hours. 


As to the method of slinging and carrying: Tic the loose skin ends of the 
opposite legs togothor; that is, tie the right front leg and the left hind leg. 
the right hind leg and the left front one together. 
This 
makes what 
the 
hunter calls a "crossed sling." 
If the deer is a season's fawn or spike buck 
it may be carried 
on one shoulder, but If It weighs eighty 
or one 
hundred 
pounds, the belter method Is to sling It on both shoulders. 
To do this easily 
requires a little practice, as the deer must be laid down with the tied legs up; 
the hunter then gets down almost on his back and runs 
both arms through, 
drawing It up and slinging it on both shoulders. 
As shown In the accompany- 
ing photo, the hunter who has his doer thus slung has both hands free, and 
can thus make instant use of his rifie. should the occasion require. 
If carried 
on one shoulder, one hand is needed to steady the deer, thus giving only one 
hand for the rifie, and making it Impossible to use the gun till after the load 
Is dropped. 
To rest himself, the hunter simply lies down on his back, with 
the deer under him, choosing a hillside or slope for this.—From Recreation,

Deluclvc Pleins To Restore the Valut 


cf Spent Fuel. 


Every now and then one hears of 
a schemo to get fresh heat out of 
ashes with the assistance of certain 
cheap chemicals. 
Two such proposi- 
tions have recently attracted 
atten- 
tion. 
One, originating in 
Altoona, 
Penn., made use of a little, common 
salt and oxalic acid, mixed with a 
gallon 
of 
water. 
The 
fluid 
was 
sprinkled upon another mixture, con- 
sisting of one part ashes and two 
paals new coal. 
The Inventor tried 
to make people believe that by this 
means more steam could be generat- 
ed in a boiler than If pure coal alcne 
was used. 
Rumor said that various 
persons owning steam engines had 
tested the compound and found that 
they did not need so much fuel as be- 
fore. 
Another inventor used a yel- 
low powder which he said was cheap. 
He scattered 
It over a mixture of 
ashes and new coal. 


Well, it is possible that these Inven- 
tors were honest, but experts déclare 
that the plans themselves are ridic- 
ulous. 
Similar attempts have 
been 
made before. They excite momentary 
attention, but after a little while noth- 
ing more is heard of them. Of course, 
if they accomplished what their au- 
thors aimed at, they should steadily 
grow In favor. 
Previous 
failures, 
therefore, make the utmost 
caution 
necessary in trusting new projects of 
the same class. 


Every watchful housekeeper knows 
that coal Is noL always thoroughly 
consumed the first time it is used. 
Often the ashes contain three things 
—dust, or easily pulverized material, 
hard clinkers and cinders. The clink- 
ers are not good for anything, but the 
cinders, which are nearly black, are 
really good fuel. Only a part of the 
carbon 
they 
possessed 
has 
been 
burnea, and it would be wasteful to 
throw them away. 
It is safe to say 
that any new heat obtained from ash- 
es is produced by the carbon left in 
cinders, and it could be sectired wrth- 
out any "doctoring" with proper care 
in buMiing the stuff the second time. 
Strangely enoiigh. these inventors al- 
ways want to 'use new coal with the 
ashes. 
-If their ideas were 
correct 
their chemicals ought to work with 
clinkers and dust alone, if not with 
sand and gravel. 


Dr. A. H. Gill, professor of chemis- 
try In the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology (in Boston), looked 
at 
cue of the 
stories 
of the 
Altoona 
man's process and laughed at It. 
He 
remarked that with certain kinds of 
coal the addition of a little 
water 
Was considered advantageous, but he 
ridiculed the other 
substances 
em- 
ployed. 
He denied that either 
soda 
lye or acetylene gas could be gener- 
ated by any change in the mixture, as 
has been asserted. 
Then he added, 
evidently as the restilt of some recent 
experiments of his own: 


"When this nlixture comes Into the 
furnace 
the 
fire 
appears 
brighter 
from the volatilization of\ the 
salt, 
which colors all the fiâmes intensely 
yellow; this salt condenses ^ Cn the 
cooler parts of the boiler and econo- 
mizes and corrodes them. 
The oxalic 
acid Is broken up by the heat of the 
fire Into steam, carbonic acid and car- 
bonic oxide—all products of combus- 
tion, and with the exception of the 
latter, valueless as fuel. The quan- 
tity of carbonic oxide 
produced 
is 
about two-fifths of an ounce, equiva- 
lent In heating value 
to a piece 
of 
coal the size of a pea." 
^ 


The Altoona man's formulp 
called 
for two ounces of oxalic 
acid. 
We 
do not just now remember %ie cost of 
this amount of oxalic acld^^ but It is 
certainly many times 
greater than 
that of a piece of coal no bigger than 
a pea. 
Oxalic acid does noj; enable 
any other substance to evolve extra 
heat in burning, but it can be'burned 
itself. 
Still, from what Dr. Gill says, 
it would appear to be pretty expen- 
sive fuel, considering the heat it pro- 
duces. 
Besides, the Injury ^hich 
a 
boiler suffers from the uso of salt 
will restrain most people from- trying 
the Altoona plan.—New York Tribune.

PEARLS OF THOUGHT.

HID niovicc will have much trouble “packing In“ hi3 first 
deer, unless he has experienced men near him to show him 
how tho trick i3 done. Carrying a doer into camp is no lit­ 
tle task, especially if tho hunter Is several miles out, with a 
range of timbered mountains to cover. 
But if the deer is 
'properly slung, it can be carried in with less than half the 
labor and trouble otherwise encountered. 


As soon as tho doer is shot’its throat should be cut, for 
the protection of the meat. If it Is a doe it is a good plan 
to remove tho entire head, as this will lessen the weight. 
Then dress by re­ 
moving everything except the heart and liver, though the latter should also 
be taken out if pierced by the bullet. 
The lungs of a deer are not very good, 
but if it is not far to camp they can be left in; but where the distance to camp 
is long, the lungs should be taken out, as they attract files m o re than any other 
part of the meat. 
Begin skinning at the ankles, slitting back and cutting off 
tho legs at the knee. 
This allows about eight or ten inches of loose skin for 
tying and slinging. 
If tho hunter does not want to return immediately to 
camp, the deer should be hung up, after cleaning, and the spot marked» in such 
a way as to be easily located. 
If the carcass is spread open when hung up, 
tho flies will not bother it, even though the weather is warm. The “blow fly,*' 
which does tho most mischief, will not enter a wide-open carcass, but if a 
small aperture is left into which ho can crawl, he will creep in and deposit 
eggs that become working maggots within a few hours. 


As to the method of slinging and carrying; Tic the loose skin ends of the 
opposite legs together; that is, tie the right front leg and» the left hind leg, 
the right hind leg and the left front one together. This 
makes what 
the 
hunter calls a “crossed sling,“ 
If the deer is a season’s fawn or spike buck 
it may be carried on one shoulder, but if it weighs eighty or one hundred 
pounds, the belter method Is to sling it on both shoulders. 
To do this easily 
requires a little practice, as the deer must be laid down with, the tied legs up; 
the hunter then gets down almost on his back and runs both arms through, 
drawing It up and slinging it on both shoulders. 
As shown in the accompany­ 
ing photo, the hunter who has his deer thus slung has both hands free, and 
can thus make instant use of his rifle, should the occasion require. 
If carried 
on one shoulder, one hand is needed to steady the deer, thus giving only one 
hand for the rifle, and making it impossible to use the gun till after the load 
is dropped. 
To rest himself, the hunter simply lies down on his back, with 
the deer under him, choosing a hillside or slope for this.—From Recreation.

Delusive Plans To Restore the Valu* 


cf Spent Fuel. 


Every now and then one hears of 
a schemo to get fresh heat out of 
ashes with the assistance of certain 
cheap chemicals. 
Two such proposi­ 
tions have recently attracted atten­ 
tion. 
One, originating in Altoona, 
Penn., made use of a little, common 
salt and oxalic acid, mixed with a 
gallon 
of 
water. 
The 
fluid 
was 
sprinkled upon another mixture, con­ 
sisting of one part ashes and two 
parts new coal. 
The inventor tried 
to make people believe that by this 
means more steam could be generat­ 
ed in a boiler than if pure coal alcne 
was used. 
Rumor said that various 
persons owning steam engines had 
tested the compound and found that 
they did not need so much fuel as be­ 
fore, 
Another inventor used a yel­ 
low powder which he said was cheap. 
He scattered it over a mixture of 
ashes and new coal. 


Well, it is possible that these Inven­ 
tors were honest, but experts declaro 
that the plans themselves are ridic­ 
ulous, 
Similar attempts have been 
made before. They excite momentary 
attention, but after a little while noth­ 
ing more is heard of them. Of course, 
if they accomplished, what their au­ 
thors aimed at, they should steadily 
grow in favor. 
Previous 
failures, 
therefore, make the utmost caution 
necessary in trusting new projects of 
the same class. 


Every watchful housekeeper knows 
that coal is noc, always thoroughly 
consumed t'he first time it is used. 
Often the ashes contain three things 
—dust, or easily pulverized material, 
hard clinkers and cinders. The clink­ 
ers are not good for anything, but the 
cinders, which are nearly black, are 
really good fuel. 
Only a part of tho 
carbon 
they 
possessed 
has 
been 
burned, and it would be wasteful to 
throw them away. 
It is safe to say 
that any new heat obtained from ash­ 
es is produced by the carbon left in 
cinders, and it could be secured with­ 
out any “doctoring“ with proper care 
In bucning the stuff the second time. 
Strangely enough, these inventors al­ 
ways want to use new coal with the 
ashes. 
-If their ideas were correct 
their chemicals ought to work with 
clinkers and dust alone, if not with 
sand and gravel. 


Dr. A. H. Gill, professor of chemis­ 
try in the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology (in Boston), looked 
at 
one of the 
stories 
of the 
Altoona 
man’s process and- laughed at it. 
He 
remarked that with certain kinds of 
coal the addition of a little 
water 
tv'as considered advantageous, but he 
ridiculed the other 
substances 
em­ 
ployed. 
He denied that either soda 
lye or acetylene gas could be gener­ 
ated by any change in the mixture, as 
has been asserted. 
Then he added, 
evidently as the result of some recent 
experiments of his own: 


“When this nlixture comes into the 
furnace 
the 
fire 
appears 
brighter 
from the volatilization of < the salt, 
which colors all the flames intensely 
yellow; this salt condenses ** 6n the 
cooler parts of the boiler and econo­ 
mizes and corrodes them. The oxalic 
acid is broken up by the heat of the 
fire into steam, carbonic acid and car­ 
bonic oxide—all products of combus­ 
tion, and with the exception of the 
latter, valueless as fuel. The quan­ 
tity of carbonic oxide 
produced 
is 
about two-fifths of an ounce, equiva­ 
lent in heating value 
to a piece 
of 
coal the size of a pea.” 
* 


The Altoona man’s formulp 
called 
for two ounces of oxalic 
acid. 
We 
do not just now remember ilie cost of 
this amount of oxalic acid^ but it is 
certainly many times 
greater than 
that of a piece of coal no bigger than 
a pea. 
Oxalic acid does no£ enable 
any other substance to evolve extra 
heat in burning, but it can be'burned 
itself. 
Still, from what Dr. Gill says, 
it would appear to be pretty expen­ 
sive fuel, considering the heat it pro­ 
duces. 
Besides, the injury <wliich a 
boiler suffers from the use of salt 
will restrain most people from, trying 
the Altoona plan.—New York Tribune.

;cnt decreasing the size of the stub. If 
tae cutting is further from the tree, 
the scar is still the sanio size, and a 
long stub is left over which it will take 
a tree years to grow. 


Ii possible, avoid removing large 


limbs; and the best way to do this is 
to begin when the tree is young and 
prune ic systematically and carefully. 
Ii" It is necessary to remove a large 
limb, use a saw, catting it s. short dis- 
isace from the bottom Srst. then saw 
dov.-n from above, and the limb can 
be removed v.-ithout fear of splitting oS 
below. Large wounds should be re- 
moved without fear of splitting off 
beiov.-. 
Larg« wounds should be 


smoothed over with a knife, then cov- 
ered with gum shellac dissolved in al- 
cohol. 


In a general vray, summer pruning 


promotes fruitfulness, while if wood 
growth Is. desired, prune in. winter. The 
explanation of this is that great growth 
and great fruitfulness do not go to- 
gether. A plant must reach a eer- 
tai-n degree of maturity before it will 
produce 1'ruit, and an abundance of 
plant food at the time the buds are 
forming Is desirable for best results.

Green Food for Chicks. 


An excellent (green food for young 
chicks can easily be provided through 
the expenditure of a few c^nts for oats. 
A half bushel of oats should be placed 
in a shallow box so that the entire 
mass is two two four 
inches 
deep. 
This should be sprinkled with waier 
daily until the seeds have 
become 
saturated when they, will sprout and 
continue to send up 
tender 
green 
shoots. 
Very young stock may be fed 
the shoots only, while older 
chicks 
can be given seed and all.—Farmer's- 
Home Jouraial. 


Methods of Milking. 


Milking must be regular and fre- 
quent if the flow is to be long sus- 
tained. 
A doe giving a large qua.utity 
should be milked three times a day, to 
prevent wasting, as the milk easily es- 
capes from a too greatly distended ud- 
der. 


A milch goat has two teats and is 
milked in the same manner as a cow. 
These animals are very gentle and can 
be milked by childre-n, especially when 
feed is given at milldnrg t'imc, and they 
are extremely easy to manage in every 
way.

It is figured that from Septem- 
ber 1 to April 30, annually, iai Virginia 
alone, tlie total consumption of weed 
seeds by bob whites amount to 537 
teas. 
Some of the pests which it also 
destroys are the Mexican cotton boll 
weevil, which damages the cotton crop 
upward of $15,000,000 a year; the po- 
tato beetle, which cuts ofi $10,000,000 
from the value of the potato crop; the 
cotton worms, which have been known 
to cause $30,000.000 loss in a year; the 
chinch bug and the Rocky Alountain-i 
locust, scourges which leace desola- 
tion i.n their path and have 
caused 
losses of $100,000,000 in some years. 
Certainly measures should be passed to 
preserve this valuable bird."

every year, and do her share of the 
farm work.—Indiana Parmer. 


Pruning Fruit Trees. 


Begin early in the life of the tree 
to shape it. A young tree should con- 
sist of a central leader with the maiai 
branches dietributed evenly about it. 
forming a well-balanced head. 
On no 
account should a tree be set with a de- 
cided Itork in the trunk. 
The point at 
which a limb should be removed is 
ji>st at the upper part of the shoulder, 
which will be at the base of each limb 
where it joins the main tru.nk. 
If we 
cut closely, the size of the wound is iiir- 
creased without in any appreciable ex- 
tent decreasing the size of tho stub. If 
le cutting is further from the tree, 
the scar is still the same size, and a 
long stub is left over which it will take 
a tree years to grow. 


If 
possible, avoid removing 
large 
limbs; and the best way to do this is 
to begin when tho tree is yoimg and 
pmne it systematically and carefully. 
If it is necessary to remove a large 
limb, use a saw, cutting: it a short dis- 
la-nce from the bottom first, then saw 
down from above, and the limb can 
be removed without fear of splitting off 
below. 
Large wounds should be re- 
moved without fear of splitting ofi' 
below. 
Large 
wounds 
should 
be 
smoothed over with a knife, then cov- 
ered v/ith gum shellac dissolved in al- 
cohol. 


In a general way, summer pruniaig 
promotes fruitfulness, while if wood 
growth is. desired, prune in winter. The 
explanation of this is that great growth 
and great fruitfulness do not go to- 
gether. 
A plant must reach a cer- 
tain degree of maturity before it will 
produce fruit, and an abundance of 
plant food at the time the buds are 


To Test 
Linen, 


A test for linen, and one in vogue 
with old fashioned housekeepers, is to 
dampen the 
finger 
and hold it be- 
neath the material, 
.. * 


If the moisture appears on the sur- 
face it is a pretty good test that the 
material is linen, but if there is no 
dampness visible, then one may bo 
pretty sure that the material is, if 
not all, at least part cotton. 
Cotton 
absorbs tho water, while the linen 
docs not. 


Another very good test for linen is to 
unravel a portion, taking a couple of 
threads, one of the warp and one of 
the woof, and to touch a match to 
them. 
If cotton is present 
in 
the 
weaye tho thread will burn quickly, 
leaving a charred bit. 
If 
linen, it 
will bo longer in burninig.—^Pittsburg 
Press. 


Silk.

Clean

The Parisian method of 
cleaning 
black silk is very simple and the result 
infinitely superior to that achieved in 
any other manner. 
The silk much be 
thoroughly brushed and wiped with a 
cloth, then laid fiat on a board or ta- 
ble and well sponged with hot coffee, 
thoroughly freed from sediment by be- 
ing strained through muslin. The silk 
is six)nged on the side intended 
to 
shoAv. 
It is allowed to become par- 
tiaHy dr3'-, and 
then ironed on 
the 
wrong side. 
The coffee removes every 
particle of grease and restores the bril- 
liancy of the silk without imparting 
to it either the slimy app(»arance or 
crackly and papery stiffness so often 
resulting when other methods are used. 
The silk appears by the coffee pro- 
cess, and this good effect is permanent.

Sugar for Tired Horses. 


From France comes the information 
that good results have been obtained 
from the use of sugar to overcome the 
great fatigue 
in horses when over- 
worked. 
The horses employed in the 
jservice of the National Military Col- 
lege in transacting the business of the 
establishme-nt are exposed during the 
rainy season to gi'eat strain and con- 
sequent exhaustion as a result of slip- 
pery roads and the increased amount 
of transportation due to certain cca- 
ditions then prevailing. 


For this reason many horses in past 
years Jiave succumbed to the exces&ive 
strain, very many becomc sick. 
Path- 
ogenic microbes found la tho prevail- 
ing conditions favgrablo iields for their 
development, and fatigue caused great 
loss of appetite, loss of ilesh, pulmon- 
ary lesions, 
cardonic 
disturbances, 
etc. 


The good results obtained by a mil- 
itary surgeon from the use of sugar in 
large doses in forccd marches led him 
to employ it for the purpose of over- 
coming fatigue. 
Two hundred grains 
of sugar were fed d;#Iy, mixed with the 
horse's food, and distributed regularly 
throughout the day. Kot only did the 
fatigue disappear, but many animals 
until then useless because of their mis- 
erable condition recovered their iior- 
mal strength and rendered §ood ser- 
vice.—Indiana I^^mer.

Strawberry Mousse.—V/hip a pint of 
thick cream very stiff and stir into it 
a cupful of crushed berries whJch have 
been sweetened abundantly and from 
which all of the juice has been drained.

When ready to serve, garnisn 
the v/hole with strawberries.

Serve on nasturtium leaves, garnished 
with the blo.ssoms of the flower and 
sliced lemon.

Green Food for Chicks, 


An excellent green food for young 
chicks can easily be provided through 
the expenditure of a few events for oats. 
A half bushel of oats should be placed 
in a shallow box so that the entire 
mass is two two four 
inches 
deep. 
This should be sprinkled with water 
daily until the seeds have become 
saturated when they, will sprout and 
continue to send up 
tender 
green 
shoots. Very young stock may be fed 
the shoots only, while older chicks 
can be given seed and all.—Farmer'^ 
Home Journal.

Methods of Milking. 


Milking must be regular and fre­ 
quent if the flow is to be long sus­ 
tained. A doe giving a large quantity 
should be milked three times a day, to 
prevent wasting, as the milk easily es­ 
capes from a too greatly distended ud­ 
der. 


A milch goat has two teats and is 
milked in the same manner as a cow. 
These animals are very gentle and can 
be milked by children, especially when 
feed is given at milking time, and they 
are extremely easy to manage in every 
way. 


The young are ready to breed at 
one year of age. They should have a 
tolerably rough range, and not 
be 
kept too fat.—Farm Journal, Philadel­ 
phia. 


Light-Producing Trees.

good materials for light.

the Japanese wax tree, for example, 
which boars bunches of fruit, grow­ 
ing’ like grapes, and contains a kind 
of wax, out of which candles 
are 
made. 
Another tree, found in 
the 
Pacific 
islands, 
and 
known as the 
candlc-nut tree, bears a fruit that Is 
full of oil! 
The nuts themselves are 
used as candles, and will burn for 
gome time. 
Still another is the can­ 
dle tree, the fruit of which is throe 
or four feet in length and about an 
inch in diameter. 
The fruit 
hangs 
from the tree so as to present the 
appearance of yellowish-white candles 
In a chandler’s shop.—Chicago News.

worked. 
The horses employed in the 
service of the National Military Col­ 
lege in transacting the business of the 
establishment are exposed during the 
rainy season to great strain and con­ 
sequent exhaustion as a result of slip­ 
pery roads and the increased amount 
of transportation due to certain con­ 
ditions then prevailing. 


For this reason many horses in past 
years .have succumbed to the excessive 
strain, very many becomc sick. Path­ 
ogenic microbes found in the prevail­ 
ing conditions favgrable fields for their 
development, and fatigue caused great 
loss of appetite, loss of flesh, pulmon­ 
ary lesions, 
cardonic 
disturbances, 
etc. 


The good results obtained by a mil­ 
itary surgeon from the use of sugar in 
large doses in forced marches led him 
to employ it for the purpose of over­ 
coming fatigue. 
Two hundred grains 
of sugar were fed d:#ly, mixed with the 
horse’s food, and distributed regularly 
throughout the day. Not only did the 
fatigue disappear, but many animals 
until then useless because of their mis­ 
erable condition recovered their nor­ 
mal strength and rendered good ser­ 
vice.—Indiana Farmer. 


Loyal Bob White. 


We have always sounded the praises 
of that farmers' friend, the Bob White, 
and we are always glad to quote any­ 
thing in corroboration of our state­ 
ments. 
A writer in Successful Farm­ 
ing says this about him: 


“The ornithologists of the depart­ 
ment of agriculture have been making 
an investigation of the economic value 


of the hob-white as a result of which 
it is announced that the bird is prob­ 
ably the most useful abundant species 
on the farms. 


Field observations, experiments and 
examinations show that it consumes 
lavge quantities of weed seeds and de­ 
stroys many Of the worst insect pests 
with which farmers contend, and it 
does not injure grain, fruit or other 
crops. It is figured that from Septem­ 
ber 1 to April 30, annually, in Virginia 
alone, the total consumption of weed 
seeds by bob whites amount to 537 
tons. Some of the pests which it also 
destroys arc the Mexican cotton boll 
weevil, which damages the cotton crop 
upward of $15,000,000 a year; the po­ 
tato beetle, which cuts off $10,000,000 
from the value of the potato crop; the 
cotton worms, which have been known 
to cause $30,000,000 loss in a year; the 
chinch bug and the Rocky Mountain 
locust, scourges which leace desola­ 
tion in their path and have 
caused 
losses of $100,000,000 in some years. 
Certainly measures should be passed to 
preserve this valuable bird.” 


It is to the best interest of the farm­ 
ers to afford this valuable bird ade­ 
quate protection from the inroads of 
the merciless pot hunter. No farm is 
complete without the presence of Mr. 
Bob White. 


Pruning Fruit Trees. 


Begin early in the life of the tree 
to shape it. A young tree should con­ 
sist of a central leader with the main 
branches dietributed evenly about it, 
forming a well-balanoed head. On no 
account should a tree be set with a de­ 
cided jtork in the trunk. The point at 
which a limb should be removed is 
just at the upper part of the shoulder, 
which will be at the base of each limb 
where it joins the- main trunk. If we 
cut closely, the size of the wound is hin 
creased without in any appreciable ex­ 
tent decreasing the size of the stub. If 
the cutting is further from the tree, 
the scar is still the same size, and a 
long stub is left over which it will take 
a tree years to grow. 


If possible, avoid removing large 
limbs; and the best way to do this is 
to begin when the tree is young and 
prune it systematically and carefully. 
If it is necessary to remove a large 
limb, use a saw, cutting it a short dis­ 
tance from the bottom first, then saw 
down from above, and the limb can 
be removed without fear of splitting off 
below. 
Large wounds should be re­ 
moved without fear of splitting off 
below. 
Large 
wounds 
should 
be 
smoothed over with a knife, then cov­ 
ered with gum shellac dissolved in al­ 
cohol. 


In a general way, summer pruning 
promotes fruitfulness, while if wood 
growth is desired, prune in winter. The 
explanation of this is that great growth 
and great fruitfulness do not go to­ 
gether. 
A plant must reach a cer­ 
tain degree of maturity before it will 
produce fruit, and an abundance of 
plant food at the time the buds are 
forming is desirable for best results. 
Now, if by summer pruning part of the 
branch is removed, the 
growth 
is 
checked, and as the part removed les­ 
sens the demand for plant food, it can 
be devoted to the production of fruit 
buds.—Correspondence of Green’s Fruit 
Grower. 


it Pays to be Honest. 


The general manager of a traction 
system of a Western city recently re­ 
ceived the following communication, 
together with a flve-cent piece: 


“I beg to advise you that a week or 
two ago I rode home cn Car 1999, of 
your Main street line. 
The car was 
very crowded, and 
the 
conductor, 
through no fault of his own, failed to 
reach me. When I left the car he was 
too far to the front to enable 
me to 
get to him. I therefore now remit you 
the amount of my fare, and beg to say 
that I would have done so sooner had 
it not been that I was out of town." 


This unusual occurrence was report­ 
ed by the general manager to the road’s 
board of directors, v/ith the result that 
by their instruction, an annual pass 
was sent to the honest patron, to­ 
gether with a letter couched in compli­ 
mentary terms. 
The recipient must

er patron, reading: 


"In view of the fact that yesterday

I herewith enclose a flve-cent piece.

Labor-Saving Device. 


All housewives know the difficulty 
of keeping tho carpets, etc., under 
the beds free from dust and fluff. The 
following method will bo found a sav­ 
ing of labor: 
Take a piece of 
un­ 
bleached cotton 
tho size of the bed, 
bind neatly. 
This should bo laid on 
tho floor and fastened securely at each 
corner, cither by safety-pins to the 
carpet, or by tapes to the feet of the 
bed. This can be removed and shaken 
free from dust. 


To Test Linen. 


A test for linen, and one in vogue 
with old fashioned housekeepers, is to 
dampen the finger and hold it be­ 
neath the material.

If the moisture appears on the sur­ 
face it is a pretty good test that the 
material is linen, but if there is no 
dampness visible, then one may bo 
pretty sure that the material is, if 
not all, at least part cotton. 
Cotton 
absorbs tho water, while the linen 
does not. 


Another very good test for linen is to 
unravel a portion, taking a couple of 
threads, one of the warp and one of 
the woof, and to touch a match to 
them.

we aye tho thread will burn quickly, 
leaving a charred bit. 
If 
linen, it 
will be longer in burning.—Pittsburg 
Press. 


Siik. 
To Clean Black 


The Parisian method of 
cleaning 
black silk is very simple and the result 
infinitely superior to that achieved in 
any other manner. The silk much be 
thoroughly brushed and wiped with a 
cloth, then laid flat on a board or ta­ 
ble and well sponged with hot coffee, 
thoroughly freed from sediment by be­ 
ing strained through muslin. The silk 
is sponged on the side intended to 
show. 
It is allowed to becomc par­ 
tially dry, and then ironed on the 
wrong side. The coffee removes every 
particle of grease and restores the bril­ 
liancy of the silk without imparting 
to it cither tho slimy appearance or 
crackly and papery stiffness so often 
resulting when other methods are used. 
The silk appears by the coffee pro­ 
cess, and this good effect is permanent. 
Pittsburg Press.

hours. 
When ready to serve, garnisn 
the whole with strawberries. 
• Mushrooms in Pastry.—Roll delicate 
puff paste very thin. Line small, deep 
patty pans with paste, bake in hot 
oven. Fill with following mixture: A 
dozen chopped mushrooms pulp of one 
tomato, a tablespoonful each of but­ 
ter and cornstarch, two of thick cream. 
Set over flro and stir until thick. 


Orange or Other Fruit Ice.—Boil one 
quart of water, then pour it over one 
pound of sugar. 
When the latter has 
dissolved, 
pour the sirup over the 
carefully extracted juice of six oranges 
and two lemons. 
Let it stand 
for 
about thirty minutes; then strain and 
freeze. 
If a sherbet is to be macle, 
add the stiffly beaten whites of two 
eggs just before packing the ice, 


Sweetbread Salad,—Select two pairs 
of sweetbreads that have been pre­ 
viously parboiled, cut into small pieces, 
season with salt, white pepper and a 
tablespoonlul of lemon juice; add one 
cuprul each of celery, olives, and nut- 
meats, chopped. 
Mix when ready to 
serve, with a rich mayonnaise dressing, 
Serve on nasturtium leaves, garnished 
with the blossoms of the flower and 
sliced lemon. 


Creamed Young Beets.—Cook with 
two inches of the stem on to prevent 
bleeding and do not clip the tap root. 
Have ready a cupful of cream, heated 
with a pinch of soda. 
Rub the skins 
off, top and tail the beets, and slice 
them then into the cream, setting the 
saucepan containing it in boiling wat­ 
er. 
When all are in, stir in a table­ 
spoonful of butter rubbed into one 
of flour, pepper, salt and a teaspoonful 
each sugar and onion juice. Simmer 
two minutes to cook the flour, and 
dish.

The 
delivery wagon of 
Theodore 
Strickland, was struck by the Blue 
Mountain Express on the Western Mary- 
land Railroad at Greenmount Station, 
near Hampstead Md , Friday evening at 
7.30, severely injuring Harry and Clar- 
ence Wolford, aged 14 and 11 years re- 
spectively, killing the horse and com- 
pletely demolisning the wagon.

Harry Wolford had his one arm 
crushed to a jelly from his shoulder 
down and received cuts and bruises on 
his head. He is also injured internally 
and his chances for recovery are slight 
The younger brother, Clarence, cscbped 
with a broken leg, and othei than bruis- 
es on his body, is not seriously injured. 


The Wolford boys are sons of John G. 
Wolford, who resided in Hanover, up to 
two years ago. 


KILLED WIFE THEN HIMSELF, 
Gettysburg, Aug. 10.—The many Get- 
tysburg people who have known T, J. 
Wiugfiiild, a Western Maryland brako 
man, and his wife, until recently resi- 
dents of Hagerstown, will be shocked to 
hear that on Thursday afternoon Wing- 
field murdcd his wife and then took his 
own life in their home in Roanoke, Vir- 
ginia. 
The day of the tragedy people 
living in the neiuhborhood heard the 
couple quarreling on their upstairs back 
porch and shortly afterwards five pistol 
shots rang out. 
Men who rushed to the 
apartments found Mrs. Wingfield*s dead 
body lying ou a bed, while Wingfield 
was in the throes of death with gaping 
wounds in his throat, lying ou the floor 
in the same room. The woman had been 
shot in the dinning room and carried by 
her husband through a hall to the bed- 
room, where the body was placed on the 
bed. Wingfield held the knife in his left 
hand when he inflicted the wound which 
severed his jugular vein. He held pistol 
in his right hand. 
Mrs. Wingfield was 
shot througli the head and died instant- 
ly. Wiagfiuld emptied the five chambers 
of his pistol at his wife, four of the shots 
going wild. 
Jealousy was the cause of 
the crime, shown by the fact that on his 
person was found a letter in which he 
said,

ner has caused me to commit this deed **

RUN DOWN BY A TRAIN.

The unfortunate boys were found on 
the track beneath the debris,having been 
miracuously saved from being ground to 
pieces 
Harry Wolford had his one arm 
crushed to a jelly from his shoulder 
down and received cuts and bruises on 
his head. Ho is also injured internally 
and his chauccs for recovery are slight 
The younger brother, Clarence, cscaped 
with a broken leg, and othei than bruis­ 
es on his body, is not seriously injured. 


The Wolford boys are sons of John G. 
Wolford, who resided in Hanover, up to 
two years ago. 


KILLED W IFE THEN HIMSELF. 
Gettysburg, Aug. 10.—The many Get­ 
tysburg people who have known T. J. 
Wiugfield, a Western Maryland brake 
man, and his wife, until recently resi­ 
dents of Hagerstown, will be shocked to 
hear that on Thursday afternoon Wing­ 
field murdcd his wife and then took his 
own life in their home in Roanoke, Vir­ 
ginia. 
The day of the tragedy people 
living in the neighborhood heard thc 
couple quarreling on their upstairs back 
porch and shortly afterwards five pistol 
shots rang out. 
Mon who rushed to the 
apartments found Mrs. Wingfield’s dead 
body lying on a bed, while Wingfield 
was in the throes of death with gaping 
wounds in his throat, lying on the floor 
in the same room. The woman had been 
shot in the dinning room and carried by 
her husband through a hall to the bed­ 
room, where the body was placed on the 
bed. Wingfield held thc knife in his left 
hand when lie inflicted the wouud which 
severed his jugular vein. He held pistol 
in his right hand. 
Mrs. Wiugfield was 
shot through the head and diect instant­ 
ly. Wingfield emptied the five chambers 
of his pistol at his wife, four of the shots 
going wild. Jealousy was the cause of 
the crime, shown by the fact that on his 
person was found a letter in which he 
said, 44A man by the name of W. C. Tur­ 
ner has caused me to commit this deed ”

LONG RANGE WEATHER FORECASTS 


Remarkable R.elation Between Regions 


Widely Separated. 


The time may come when it will be 
possible to predict tho general charac- 
ter of a coming season—whether wet 
or dry, warm or cold, or about the 
proper average—for most of tho coun- 
tries in the world. 
Progress in this 
class of work is slow, and the princi- 
ples on which it is based are not fully 
understood. 
Mcreover, It is now be- 
ginning to be evident that to perform 
it scientifiaaJly a man must be able 
to obtain information from other parts 
of the globe than his immediate sur- 
roundings. 
By mall or by cable or 
wireless telegraphy this will eventual- 
ly be feasible, for there are trained 
weather 
observers 
well 
distributed 
over the continents and Islands of the 
whole world. 


The first great step is to notice how 
far, if at all, the temi>erature and pre- 
cipitation in different regions 
vary 
from the average of past years. To 
learn this, of course, there must be 
accurate records 
going 
back 
over 
twenty or thirty years. 
For that mat- 
ter, fifty or a hundred would not be 
too much. 
The fact Is, the weather is 
seldom exactly what it ought to be. 
It Is generally too hot or too cold, too 
rainy or too dry. 
In a quarter or half 
a century many eccentricities occur, 
Nothing "is so regular about the weath- 
er as its irregularity. It will not do 
lo make comparisons with any one 
recent year. A safe average can be 
found only by using figures for a iong 
term. 


Something besides temperature and 
precipitation must also be watched 
and registered, too—the pressure of 
the air, as indicated by the barometer. 
Kow, at most places on the surface of 
tlie globe two sots of changes occur. 
One is a very apparent rise or fall of 
the barometer in short periods, like 
tv/o or three days. 
This Is the only 
change Vhlch is usually noted. The 
other is very slight and not easily de- 
tected, but it is Important—not so 
much for the place where it occurs 
as elsewhere. If a person possesses 
the imtience to do so and has the 
daily records to use for the purpose, 
he can iigure out whether the average 
pressure for a given month ^ an in- 
terval of »ix \\wks 
exactly 
corre- 
ence may bo and usually is small, but 
if it Is perceptible It has a meaning 
and is sui^ to e-xert an Influence 
Bomcwtere or other. 


1"Iie starting point in daily weather 
forecasting for tho United States is a 
map showing the distribution of air 
over the country. 
Qn such a chart 
are seen various "highs'* and "lows," 
who»o position changes from day to 
day. 
Those areas control 
several 
phenomona. 
In the first place, the 
wind, which Is air In motion, flows 
fi-om an area of hi^ii pressure to one 
of low preasuro. 
Hence it is possible 
to foretell the force and direction of 
the breez«s whlcii will visit any lo- 
cality from the exi>cctcd movement of 
these highs and lo^T5 during the ensu- 
ing day. With tite wind are associ- 
ated other things. 
If it is to come 
from the soutla it ought to bring 
warmth. 
If it is to come from the 
northeast, north or northwest, it 
promises cold. It may alfect precipi- 
tation in one of several ways. 
If, for 
instance, it comes from the dry in- 
terior of the continent It c?innot car- 
ry much vapor. 
If it blows in from 
the sea It will have a burden of mois- 
ture which c«n be condensed on slight 
provocation. It will bo seen, there- 
fore, that air pressure and changes 
in it lie back of almost all the other 
features of weather 
which 
concern 
the public. 


It is gradually coming to be real- 
ized that even slight excesses or de- 
ficiencies in pressure for a month or 
two operate in the same way as more 
rapid and extreme alternations. Some- 
where or other they promote unusual 
warmth or coid and excesses or do- 
ilciencies in rainfall. It Is easy to 
understand, too, that when there is a 
drought in one part of the globe there 
may be an unusually v/et season in 
another, all as a reanlt of only trifling 
differences between the actual distri- 
bution of air and the computed aver- 
age for a quarter or a half a century. 
Indeed, a largo number of such coin- 
cidences have been observed, and the 
explanation here given is now accept- 
ed by weather experts. A great deal 
of comparison of records for different 
places Is necessary to show this rela- 
tionship, and as the facts cannot easi- 
ly be obtained for several months they 
are of Interest to only a few profes- 
sional meteorologists. 


The knowledge that certain condi- 
tions may be expected in one count y 
at the same time as similar (or oppo- 
site) ones in another is important, but 
it might not be very helpful in long 
range forecasting—at least in the ear- 
ly stages of the art. 
What is most 
needed for immediate use is the as- 
surance that something or other in 
one place will be followed . a few 
months later by something in another. 
For clews of this latter kind th6 ex- 
perts in charge of the public weather 
service of India made an eagtir search 
more than twenty years ago. T1)o 
lives, to say nothing of the prosperity, 
of millions of Hindoos are dependent 
on the abundance or scarcity of the 
summer rains, which accompany the 
monsoon. 
The monsoon is a south- 
westerly wind that brings in from the 
cauldron of the Indian Ocean incalcu- 
lable volumes of v a ^ r to bo precipi- 
tated Inland, and <\'ithout thl!3 ram 
agriculture 
is practically 
useless. 
Blanford, who first undertook the in- 
vestigation, thought that he had dis- 
coTcred useful indications in tho win- 
ter snowfall in the mountains to the 
EortU and we«t of India. If an unus- 


ual amount of snow remained there as 
late as May, the June rainfall further 
south would occasionally be light. 
What this expert hoped would turn 
out to be a general rule, however, did 
not work perfectly. 
His successor in 
office, Eliot, became satisfied in 189G 
that It ^vas necessary to study the sit- 
uation over a much wider area than 
was included in Blanford's program. 
Some 
reliance, Ave believe, is still 
placed on the snowfall, but it is not 
now regarded as a thoroughly trust- 
worthy guide. 


One other sign which gives promise 
of proving valuable was found on ex- 
tending the study to other parts of 
the woria. Excesses or déficiences in 
rainfall and air pressure over the In- 
dian Ocean south of the equator, in 
Siberia, at the headwaters of the Nile, 
and even in South America appear to 
accompany certain marked 
phenom- 
ena in India, and sometimes precede 
those in the last-named 
region. It 
begins to look, for instance, as if an 
unusually high atmospheric pressure 
in the Argentine Republic in spring 
was pretty sure to be followed by ex- 
cessive rainfall In India during the 
following summer, and that an unduly 
low mean pressure in South America 
would Indicate a scanty rainfall on the 
other side of tho globe and in the 
northern hemisphere. 
Such coinci- 
dences, if observed only a few times, 
should be Interpreted cautiously, for 
they might turn- out to be purely^ acci- 
dental. If, on the other hand, observa- 
tions exte.-nding over a period of twen- 
ty years or more shov/ed that 
they 
were frequent, they might then be 
trusted. 


It is by no means certain that the 
same rules which hold good for India 
would be useful elsewhere, but success 
in one quarter may reveal the prin- 
ciples on which successful work in an- 
other might be performed.—New York 
Tribune. 


ACCURATE 
TIMEKEEPERS. 


Marvels of Mechanism at Greenwich 


and Washington. 


For a long time the standard of 
time, not merely on land in the Bry:lsh 
Isles, but at sea all over the globe, 
was the observatory clock at Green- 
wich, a suburb of London. 
Today on 
the Continent of Europe there are 
other standards, and the naval observ- 
atory in Washington performs a simi- 
lar work for the United States. Ships' 
chronometers and the docks of tlie 
country are regulated by the clock 
in that institution, an automatic sig- 
nal being sent out exactly at noon by 
telegraph daily. 


Tlie true 
standard, 
however, is 
furnished by the stars. For more rea- 
sons than one It v/ould not do to 
measure the rotation of the earth by 
the reappearance of the sun or tlie 
time of Its reaching the zenith. The 
clocks In the observatories at Green- 
wich, Washington and a few other 
cities arc regulated l>y the stars. It is 
Imown In advance at what Jiour, mm- 
lUe and second those objects ougnr lo 
cross the meridian. ¿fSeparate groups 
of stars are selected for different sea- 
sons of the year, but several are avail- 
able for observation ev-sry clear night. 
In tho telescope used for tills work 
hairs are crossed so as to form a right 
angle In the centre of the field of viev/, 
and the in.strumont is mounted so tnar 
each star which Is ob.-ierved for this 
purpose must pass the Intersection of 
the hairs. As it does so the observer 
a button and automatically 
makes a register of the time. 
Auer 
a number of corrections of his record 
have been made for various purposes, 
a comparlison of the figures made with 
the clock tells whether the latter is 
fast or slow and what change, if any, 
ought to be made. But before any de- 
cision 
reached the average of sev- 
eral observations is taken. No one 
observation is trusted. 


From a report printed in "Science" 
a week or two ago a person can gei. a 
good idea of the small variation of the 
Washington clock from time to time, 
and of the amazing calculations macie 
for Its correction. The figures given 
relate to a period of four months in 
1904. At one time tho clock was es- 
timated to bo 0.161 of a second fast, 
and at another 0.043 slow. Those were 
the extremes, so that the utmost range 
of error was two-fifths of a second, a 
part being on one side of the truth, 
and a part on the other. 
Twice the 
inaccuracy v/as found to be a five- 
hundreth part of a second. 


Children Need Exercise. 


The school room is a menace to 
health of the child which at tho pres- 
ent time we cannot escape. 
As the 
methods of preventive medicine de- 
velop and enforce themselves upon 
our municipal authorities, the venti- 
lation and overcrov/diug of our 
schools, the defective 
methods of 
handling tho children's wraps and the 
lack of medical supervision will be 
corrected. In the meantime we can 
do much to protect our children by 
caring for their general health in tho 
manner indicated and by thoroughly 
cltaning and airing their school wraps 
and clothing each day. The hours of 
study outside tho school in ambitious, 
clever children must be so regulated 
as to give the child an abundance of 
exercise in the open air. If there is 
any evidence that the school life is 
having a bad effect upon the hea-lth 
of the child the cause should be looked 
for, and, if necessary, he should be 
temporarily withdrawn from school,— 
National Congress of Mothers Maga.- 
sine.

Dissolved calcium siilts, 
though apparently giving a greenish 
tint, due to a fine invisible suspension, 
hare no effect on the color of the water 
when precautions are taken to prevent 
it. The brown or yellow color due to 
iron salts is not seen -when calcium is 
present.—Engineer., 


Tho proportion of cement, sand and 
broken stone for concrete 
construc- 
tion varies according to the contractor, 
the architect and the use to be made 
of^the material. A general rule is to 
make a mixture of one part cement, 
two parts sand and^five parts broken 
«tone. 
This proportion is often used 
In first-class buildings and when need- 
ed to support heavy weights. 
Some- 
times three parts of sand and five or 
six parts of broken stone to one of ce- 
ment are used. 


A iSwiss engineer annouvces a new 
Are escape. It consists of à series of 
folding iron 
ladders, 
contained in 
fmmes, attached to the window cases, 
each reaching to the window belov^. By 
merely turning a small v/inch on any 
floor all these frames are pushed out- 
ward from the building, the ladders ex- 
tended and securely connected 
with 
each othei', thus forming a continuous 
communication from the top fioor to- 
the ground. 
The manipulation is sim- 
ple and taJxes lees than a 
minute. 
When not in use the escape is barely 
visible, and does not disfigure the fa- 
cade of the building in the manner 
that the ordinary outside iron stair- 
case does. A public test of the new 
escape has proved successful, and the- 
Vienna 
fire 
brigade 
representatives, 
have expressed their approval of it.

Tho small-bore, 
high-power 
rifle- 
that Is in general use today was orig- 
inally designed 
as a military rifle, 
the object of which is to wound or 
maim at extreme range; and owing 
to its high velocity, the trajectory is 
so flat that the raising or changing 
of sights under 
ordinary 
circum- 
stances Is unnecessary. 
Sportsmen, 
seeing the advantage gained by great 
velocity, were quick to adopt 
this, 
type of rifle. It was found vthat by 
Inverting the jackct of the full met- 
al-patched bullet so as to leave the 
soft nose exposed, this bullet when 
striking hard 
substances 
such as 
bone, will very often mushroom or 
expand, causing a sovore v/ound. Im- 
provements In powder 
have 
from 
time to time Increased 
tho velocity 
of these bullets until they now have 
a muzzle velocity of 2700 feet per 
second. With this veIocit3% even the 
soft-nosed bullet v/111 pass 
through 
the animal without expanding in the 
least until some 
hard substance is 
struck, when It Is apt to fly to piec- 
es. 
The great heat caused by fiic- 
tion in the air causes 
the bullet to 
cauterize the veins 
and arteries, 
causing little bleeding, and thus mak- 
ing it impossible for the hunter to 
track hiß game by the blood. It is 
stated on reliable authority that this 
year In Nova Scotia over 40 percent 
of the gam.e hit or woundod cscaped, 
some to die a lingering 
death in 
great agony. 


To overcome these 
objections to 
the ordinary bullet, Mi*. G. H. Hoxle, 
4440 Michigan avenue, Chicago, 111., 
has invented a new form of bullet. 
The bullet c<^nsists of a jacket with 
a filling of lead In which a steel ball 
is seated. In another construction a 
steel wedge Is used in place of the 
ball. 
Behind the ball is a chamber 
formed in the filling. When tho bul- 
let strikes an object the ball is 
forced into the chamber, expanding 
it and tearing it ppen. 
Tlie wounds 
made by the improved 
bullet are 
four or five times 
larger.—Bcientific 
American,

Remarkable IVel&tion Between Regions 


Widely Separated. 


Q U A IN T A N D C U R IO U S.

The Squirrel and the Sap. 


There have been several gray squir­ 
rels about tho premises oi II. K. Mor­ 
rell, in Gardiner, all winter, and the 
other day Mrs. Morrell was the wit­ 
ness of a curious act *-y one of them. 
He was in a maple tree, and gnawed 
off some of the bark on the upper 
side of a limb. 
When the sap had 
commenced to run and was gathering 
in drops on the lower side of the limb, 
tho squirrel reached down and drank 
it. 
How he knew it was sap in the 
maple, and that it is time, for it to 
run, does not appear, biit it is evi­ 
dent that he did know both that the 
maple was the sap tree and that it 
wai time for tho sap,—Kennebec Joui> 
u&l. 


The time may come when it will be 
possible to predict the general charac­ 
ter of a coming season—whether wet 
or dry, warm or cold, or about the 
proper average—for most of tho coun­ 
tries in the world. Progress in this 
class of work is slow, and the princi­ 
ples on which it is based are not fully 
understood. Moreover, It is now be­ 
ginning to be evident that to perform 
it scientifically a man must be able 
to obtain information from other parts 
of the globe than his immediate sur­ 
roundings. 
By mail or by cable or 
wireless telegraphy this will eventual­ 
ly be feasible, for there are trained 
weather observers 
well 
distributed 
over the continents and islands of the 
whole world. 


The first great step is to notice how 
f&r, if at all, the temperature and pre­ 
cipitation in different regions vary 
from the average of past years. 
To 
learn this, of course, there must be 
accurate records 
going 
back 
over 
twenty or thirty years. For that mat­ 
ter, fifty or a hundred would not be 
too much. The fact is, the weather is 
seldom exactly what it ought to be. 
It is ^generally too hot or too cold, too 
rainy or too dry. 
In a quarter or half 
a century many eccentricities occur, 
Nothing is so regular about the weath­ 
er as its irregularity. It will not do 
to make comparisons with any one 
recent year. 
A safe average can be 
found only by using figures for a Song 
term. 


Something besides temperature and 
precipitation must also 
be 
watched 
and registered, too—the pressure of 
the air, as iudicated by the barometer. 
Now, at most places on the surface of 
the globe two sets of changes occur. 
One is a very apparent rise or fall of 
the barometer in short periods, like 
two or three days. This is the only 
change 'which is usually noted. The 
other is very slight and not easily de­ 
tected, but it is Important—not so 
much for the place where it occurs 
as elsewhere. 
If a person possesses 
the patience to do so and has the 
daily records to use for the purpose, 
he can figure out whether the average 
pressure for a given month ^r an in­ 
terval of six weeks exactly corre- 
ence may bo and usually is small, but 
if it is perceptiblo it has a meaning 
and is sum to exert 
an 
influence 
«omewhere or other. 


The starting point in daily weather 
forecasting for tho United States is a 
map showing the distribution of air 
over the couutry. 
On such a chart 
are seen various “highs” and “lows,” 
whose position changes from day to 
day. 
These areas control several 
phenomena. 
In the first place, the 
wind, which is air in motion, flows 
from an area of high pressure to one 
of low pressure. Hence it is possible 
to foretell the force and direction of 
the breezss whitfi will visit any lo­ 
cality from the expected movement of 
these highs and lows during the ensu­ 
ing day. With tke wind are associ­ 
ated other things. 
If it is to come 
from the south it 
ought 
to 
bring 
warmth. 
If it is to come from the 
northeast, north or 
northwest, 
it 
promises cold. It may aifect precipi­ 
tation in one of several ways. If, for 
instance, it comes from the dry in­ 
terior of the continent it cannot car­ 
ry much vapor. 
If it blows in from 
the sea it will have a burden of mois­ 
ture which can be condensed on slight 
provocation. It will bo seen, there­ 
fore, that air pressure and changes 
in it lie back of almost all the other 
features of weather which concern 
the public. 


It is gradually coming to be real­ 
ized that even slight excesses or de­ 
ficiencies in pressure for a month or 
two operate in the same way as more 
rapid and extreme alternations. Some­ 
where or other they promote unusual 
warmth or coid and excosses or de­ 
ficiencies in rainfall. It is easy to 
understand, too, that when there is a 
drought in one part of the globe there 
may be an unusually wet season in 
another, all as a result of only trifling 
differences between the actual distri­ 
bution of air and the computed aver­ 
age for a quarter or a half a century. 
Indeed, a largo number of such coin­ 
cidences have been observed, and the 
explanation here given is now accept­ 
ed by weather experts. A great deal 
of comparison of records for different 
places is necessary to show this rela­ 
tionship, and as the facts cannot easi­ 
ly be obtained for several months they 
are of interest to only a few profes­ 
sional meteorologists. 


The knowledge that certain condi­ 
tions may be expected in one count :y 
at the same time as similar (or oppo­ 
site) ones in another is important, but 
it might not be very helpful in long 
range forecasting—at least in the ear­ 
ly stages of the art. 
What is most 
needed for immediate use is the as­ 
surance that something or other in 
one place will be 
followed . a 
few 
months later by something in another. 
For clews of this latter kind th6 ex­ 
perts in charge of the public weather 
service of India made an eager search 


ual amount of snow remained there as 
late as May, the June rainfall further

What this expert hoped would turn 
out to be a general rule, however, did 
not work perfectly. His successor in 
office, Eliot, became satisfied in 189G 
that it was necessary to study the sit­ 
uation over a much wider area than 
was included in Blanford’s program.

placed on the snowfall, but it is not 
now regarded as a thoroughly trust­ 
worthy guide. 


One other sign which gives promise 
of proving valuable was found on ex­ 
tending the study to other parts of 
the worlfl. Excesses or deficienees in 
rainfall and air pressure over the In­ 
dian Ocean south of the equator, in 
Siberia, at the headwaters of the Nile, 
and even in South America appear to 
accompany certain marked phenom­ 
ena in India, and sometimes precede 
those in the last-named region. 
It 
begins to look, for instance, as if an 
unusually high atmospheric pressure 
in the Argentine Republic in spring 
was pretty sure to be followed by ex­ 
cessive rainfall in India during the 
following summer, and that an unduly 
low mean pressure in South America 
would indicate a scanty rainfall on the 
other side of the globe and in the 
northern hemisphere. 
Such coinci­ 
dences, if observed only a few times, 
should be interpreted cautiously, for 
they might turn- out to be purely* acci­ 
dental. If, on the other hand, observa­ 
tions extending over a period of twen­ 
ty years or more showed that 
they 
were frequent, they might then be 
trusted. 


It is by no means certain that the 
same rules which hold good for India 
would be useful elsewhere, but success 
in one quarter may reveal the prin­ 
ciples on which successful work in an­ 
other might be performed.—New York 
Tribune.

For a long time the standard of 
time, not merely on land in the Bluish 
Isles, but at sea all over the globe, 
was the observatory clock at Green­ 
wich, a suburb of London. Today on 
the Continent of Europe there are 
other standards, and the naval observ­ 
atory in Washington performs a simi­ 
lar work for the United States. Ships' 
chronometers and the clocks of tne 
country are regulated by the clock 
in that institution, an automatic sig­ 
nal being sent out exactly at noon by 
telegraph daily. 


The true 
standard, 
however, 
is 
furnished by the stars. For more rea­ 
sons than one it would not do to 
measure the rotation of the earth by 
the reappearance of the sun or the

THE TRAIN BELL ROPL \ 


Now It and the Conductor's tuprMiaoy 
Camo to Bo Ettabllshod* 


Although there does not teem to be 
anything in common between pugilism 
and railroad rules, yet the adoption o^ 
the familiar bell rope that stretche« 
through every car of tho modern train 
was the result of a fistic encounter. At 
tho same time and by the Issuo of the 
same combat tho supremacy of the con- 
ductor In railroad travel w^as ordained« 
It was Philadelphia which gave both 
to the world. 


One of tho oldest railroads In the 
country is the Philadelphia, Wilming- 
tou and Baltimore, now known as 
Xhm 
Philadelphia, Baltimore and Washing* 
ton. which was opened In 183T. 
The 
terminus in Philadelphia was at Broad 
and Prime streets—Prime street now 
being known as Washington avenue— 
and after crossing the Schuylkill river 
at Gray's Ferry tlie route ran along the 
Delaware river on what Is now the 
Chester line of the Reading raiiwax. 
The first schedule contained one pa»- 
scngor train, which went to Baltlmoc« 
one day and came back the next, which 
was considered a remarkable feat in 
rapid travel. When a train a day each 
way was plated In scr^'lco tho people 
of tho two cities served concluded that 
the acme of convenlenco in transporta- 
tion had been reached. 


Next to the president of tho railroad 
tho most important functionaries were 
tho engineer and conductor. 
It was » 
question whether or not the head of 
tho line was not considered a 8Ul)«Idl- 
ary offlcer in popular estimation to the 
men who ran the tmin, but Robert 
Fogg, who pulled the throttle, 
and 
John Wolf, who collected fares, woa 
the deference of tho public because ot 
their high and responsible duties. 


Fogg, an Englishman, had all the 
tenacity of opinion of Ws race. 
Wolf, 
an American, bad the ingenuity of the 
Yankee and, seeing the need of some 
method by which he could commual- 
cate with the engineer, devised the 
scheme of running a cord through the 
cars to the locomodve. As the engine 
was a wood burner, Wolf fattened one 
end of the cord to a log, which was 
placed on the engineer's seat and was 
pulled to the floor when the coodoctor 
desired to signal for a stop. 


Fogg resented what he considered aa 
Interference with his rights on the 
platform of the locomotive and on the 
first run out from Broad and Prime 
streets with the new derlce paid no 
hoed to the displacement of the log 
from the seat when the conductor de- 
sired to take on a passenger from a 
farm near Gray's Ferry, but sped OQ 
over the iiridge and did not deign to 
bring his engine to a stop until Bine 
Bell station, on the south skle of the 
Schuylkill, had been reached. 
Then 
he demanded to know of Wolf why he 
had been Jerking .that log all about the 
locomotive. 


Wolf hotly declared that he bad sig- 
naled to stop, but Fogg retorted that 
ho would stop when and where he 
pleased and that, too, without any ref- 
erence to orders from the conductor, 
whom he did not regard as his superior 
In the management of the train. 
The 
altercation grew very heated, and Wolf 
Invited the engineer from the cab to 
settle the matter, and tho challenge 
was quickly accepted. 


Passengers and n group of men who 
had gathered at the station to see the 
train como In formed a ring about the 
combatants, but tho fight did not last 
long, as Wolf proved by far the su- 
perior artist with his fists and witli 
a few blows made It almost impossible 
for the engineer to see sumclently to 
complete his run, but Fogg admitted 
that he had been fairly beaten, and the 
supremaoy of the conductor on a train 
was settled for nil time. 


As tht' log signal was crude and In- 
effccthe, Wolf devised the use of a 
bell on the locomotive, and this method 
was soon adopted by all of the Amer- 
lean railroads. 
Then a code of n\g- 
nals was adopted, and these remain 
practically 
to this day. 
The 
only 
change in the bell cord is that by m e 
of the air from the brake system a 
whistle has superseded the bell In tho 
locomotive cab.—PhUadelphla Ledger.

terminus in Philadelphia was at Broad 
and Frime streets—Prime street now 
being known as Washington avenue— 
and after crossing tho Schuylkill river 
at Gray’s Ferry the route ran along the 
Delaware river on what is now th# 
Chester line of the Reading railway. 
The first schedule contained one pas­ 
senger train, which went to Baltlmoro 
one day and came back the next, which 
was considered a remarkable feat in 
rapid travel. W’hen a train a day each 
way was plated In service tho people 
of tho two cities served concluded that 
the acme of convenience in transporta­ 
tion had been reached. 


Next to the president of the railroad 
the most important functionaries were 
the engineer and conductor. It was ft 
question whether or not the head of 
the line was not considered a subsidi­ 
ary officer in popular estimation to the 
men who ran the train, but Robert 
Fogg, who pulled the throttle, and 
John Wolf, who collected fares, won 
the deference of the public because of 
their high and responsible duties. 


Fogg, an Englishman, had all the 
tenacity of opinion of his race. Wolf, 
an American, bad the Ingenuity of the 
Yankee and, seeing the need of some 
method by which he could communi­ 
cate with the engineer, devised the 
scheme of running a cord through the 
cars to the locomotive. As the engine 
was a wood burner, Wolf fastened one 
end of the cord to a log, which was 
placed on the engineer's seat and was 
pulled to the floor when the conductor 
desired to signal for a stop. 


Fogg resented what be considered an 
Interference with his rights on the 
platform of the locomotive and on the 
first run out from Broad and Prime 
streets with the new device paid no 
heed to the displacement of the log 
from the seat when the conductor de­ 
sired to take on a passenger from a 
farm near Gray's Ferry, but sped oo 
over the bridge and did not deign to 
bring his engine to a stop until Blue 
Bell station, on the south side of the 
Schuylkill, had been reached. 
Then 
he demanded to know of Wolf why he 
had been jerking .that log all about the 
locomotive. 


Wolf hotly declared that he had sig­ 
naled to stop, but Fogg retorted that 
ho would stop when and where he 
pleased and that, too, without any ref­ 
erence to orders from the conductor, 
whom he did not regard as his superior 
in the management of the train. The 
altercation grew very heated, and Wolf 
invited the engineer from the cab to 
settle the matter, and tho challenge 
was quickly accepted. 


Passengers and a group of men who 
had gathered at the station to see the 
train come in formed a ring about the 
combatants, but tho fight did not last 
long, as Wolf proved by far the su­ 
perior artist with his fists and with 
a few blows made it almost impossible 
for the engineer to see suniciently to 
complete his run, but Fogg admitted 
that he had been fairly beaten, and the 
supremacy of the conductor on a train 
wos settled for all time. 


As the log signal was crude and in- 
cffeethe, Wolf devised the use of a 
bell on the locomotive, and this method 
was soon adopted by all of the Amer­ 
ican railroads. 
Then a code of sig­ 
nals was adopted, and these remain 
practically to this day. 
The only 
change in the bell cord is that by use 
of the air from the brake syBtem a 
whistle has superseded the bell in tho 
locomotive cab.—Philadelphia Ledger.

Picked Up Ch«ap. 


Great numbers of fine old violins and 


violoncellos that coine Into the high 
:lass market of London are procured 
through the medium of advertisements 
inserted in obscure country papers 
and especially those of ancient cathe- 
dral cities. 


Of coarse few of the fiddles thus ob- 


tained are veritable masterpieces, but 
a great many of them are fine exam- 
ples of early English and foreign mak- 
ers, aud they are often bought for ri- 
diculously small prices by a sroup of 
experts, who have brought the busi- 
ness to a lucrative system. 
Many a 


struggling family of long descent, in 
some out of tiie way part of the coun- 
try. hapi>ens to see In the one county 
newspaper of the week that good 
prices are given for old Qddles, and 
some long forgotten instrument in a 
lumber room or put away on a shelf 
suddenly comes to mind. 


Correspondence follows. The dealer 


sends a deposit in order that some fid- 
dle spoken of may be sent to him and 
examined, and he usually replies that 
the instrument sent is dilapidated and 
but so-so generally, but that he is will- 
Ing to give 30 shillings or £2 for it. In 
a great inauy cases the offer is ac- 
cepted offhand, and in this way most 
of the finest Oddles extant of the sec- 
ond class come into the hands of deal- 
ers. 
Only lately a cello that came 


from a Shropshire farm at the price 
of £2 sold the same day to a Avest 
end dealer for nearly £100. 


One of the most shrewd and respect- 


ed of all these dealers was until a 
year or two ago a humble member of 
the orchestra of a London suburban 
theater. He began to advertise in re- 
mote papers to the greatest limits of 
his scanty wages and is now-^bue of 
the most extensive and prosperous 
dealers in the trade.—London Tit-Bits.

The Due! Between Tom Porter and 


Gir Henry Bellasis. 


Some of the royalists who were 


forced to endure the English common- 
•wealth seemed to console themselves 
for the dullness of life under a Puritan 
government by fighting as many duels 
: they could compass, so that ignoble 
squabbles and foolish plots make up 
the history of their days. 


Tom Porter was of a family which 


bad zealously served the king. Under 
the new government his occupation was 
gone, and he descended to a triviality 
of life which finally Involved him in a 
most pathetic event. This •was a duel 
which he fought with his friend, Sir 
Henry Bellasis. and which, says Pepys 
in his "Diary," Is worth remembering 
for "the silliness of the quarrel, * * * a 
kind of emblem of the general com- 
plexion of the whole kingdom." 


Bot, silly as the quarrel undoubtedly • 


was, it carried in it an element of heart- 
break. 


The two young men involved, were 


Intimate friends and companions, but 
one day, "being merry in company," 
Tom Porter said he should like to see 
the man in England who "would dare 
give him a blow. With that Sir Henry 
Bellusis struck him a box on the ear. 
The inevitable duel followed, wherein 
each was Avounded. Sir Henry proved 
to be seriously hurt, so he called Por- 
ter, kissed and bade him fly. 


"For."' said he, "Tom. thou hast hurt 


"me, but I will make shift to stand upon 
my legs till thou mayest withdraw, for 
I would not have thee troubled for 
what thou hast done." 


Porter profited by his friend's gener- 


osity and escaped to France. Siv Henry 
died a few days later, and Pepys con- 
cludes. "It is pretty to see how the 
•world do talk of them as a couple of 
fools that killed one another out of 
love."

Case of Importance and Interest. 
McSherrystown, Feb, 17.—A case of 
considerable importance growing out of 
the compulsory vaccination law, was heard 
before Squire V. H. Lilly, Thursday even- 
ing, Feb. 15. Willis Appier, a teacher in 
Oxford township, was charged with a vio- 
lation of the State Health laws by John 
E. Krug, a school director of the same 
township. 
After hearing a number of 
witnesses on both sides. Justice Lilly ow- 
ing to the importance of the case, deem- 
ed it proper to consider over the facts pre- 
sented, and withheld his decision until 
Thursday, Feb. 22, The decision in the 
case rests upon the correct interpretation 
of a point in the school law—whether a 
spelling class is a '^school," The facts are 
as follows: 


Willis Appier, teacher of Red Hill 
school in Oxford township, was one of the 
teachers who strictly carried out the law 
requiring pupils to be gucceesfully vacci- 
nated, and refused to admit any pupil who 
did not possess a certificate. By reason 
of this, 18 or 19 pupils were debarred from 
attending owing to the refusal of the pa- 
rents to have them vaccinated. 
Among 
the number being two children of School 
Director Krug, who brought the informa- 
tion. The aggressive teacher then follow- 
ed the usual custom of country schools of 
holding spelling clasfces or ''bees." 
The 
fact of having a guard stationed at the 
school house door, requiring all attending 
the **bee" to present either their arm or 
a vaccination certificate before being ad- 
mitted, was never thought of. After two 
'*bees*' had ''buzzed" quite successfully, 
Mr. Krug approached Mr, Appier in an 
official capacity and called the teacher's 
attention to the law, and that if he per- 
sisted in holding the promiecuous gather- 
ings he would have him prosecuted. The 
teacher, being of the opinion that the 
spelling class was more in the nature o! a 
"frolic" than a school, liberated another 
'bee" at the Red liill hive on Tuesday 
evening, Feb. 6, whereupon Mr. Krug 
brought suit, in order to test the law. 
Jacob A. Appier, Esq , of Mt. Joy town- 
ship, father of the defendant, apjjeared 
in his son's behalf and E. L, Eckert, Esq., 
of Oxford township, appeared for the 
Commonwealth.

Of course few of the fiddles thus ob­ 
tained are veritable masterpieces, but 
a prreat many of them are fine exam­ 
ples of early English and foreign mak­ 
ers, and they are often bought for ri­ 
diculously small prices by a group of 
experts, who have brought the busi­ 
ness to a lucrative system. 
Many a 
struggling family of long descent, in 
some out of the way part of the coun­ 
try, happens to see in the one county 
newspaper of the week that good 
prices are given for old fiddles, and 
some long forgotten instrument in a 
lumber room or put away on a shelf 
suddenly comes to mind. 


Correspondence follows. The dealer 
sends a deposit in order that some fid­ 
dle spoken of may be sent to him and 
examined, and ho usually replies that 
the instrument sent is dilapidated and 
but so-so generally, but that he is will­ 
ing to give 30 shillings or £2 for it. In 
a great many cases the offer is ac­ 
cepted offhand, and in this way most 
of the finest fiddles extant of the sec­ 
ond class come into the hands of deal­ 
ers. 
Only lately a cello that camo 
from a Shropshire farm at the frrlco 
of £2 sold the same day to a west 
end dealer for nearly £100. 


One of the most shrewd and respect­ 
ed of all these dealers was until a 
year or two ago a humble member of 
the orchestra of a London suburban 
theater. Ho began to advertise in re­ 
mote papers to the greatest limits of 
his scanty wages and is nowjbno of 
the most extensive and prosperous 
dealers in the trade.—London Tit-Bits.

A SILLY TRAGEDY. 


The Duo! Between Tom Porter and 
Sir Henry Bella*!«. 


Some of the royalists who were 
forced to endure the English common­ 
wealth seemed to console themselves 
for the dullness of life under a Puritan 
government by fighting as many duels 
: 
they could compass, so that ignoblo 
squabbles and foolish plots make up 
the history of their days. 


Tom Porter was of a family which 
had zealously served the king. Undor 
the now government his occupation was 
gone, and ho xlescended to a triviality 
of life which finally involved him in a 
most pathetic event. This was a duel 
which he fought with his friend, Sir 
Henry Bellasis, and which, says Pepys 
in his “Diary/Ms worth remembering 
for “the silliness of the quarrel, * * * a 
kind of emblem of the general com­ 
plexion of the whole kingdom.19 


But, silly as the quarrel undoubtedly 
was, it carried in it an element of heart­ 
break. 


The two young men involved were 
intimate friends and companions, but 
one day, “being merry In company/9 
Tom Porter said he should like to see 
the man in England who would daro 
give him a blow. With that Sir Henry 
Bellasis struck him a box on the car. 
The inevitable duel followed, wherein 
each was wounded. Sir Henry proved 
to be seriously hurt, so ho called Por­ 
ter, kissed and bade him fly. 


“For,” said ho, “Tom, thou hast hurt 
'me, but I will make shift to stand upon 
my legs till thou mayest withdraw, for 
I would not have thee troubled for 
what thou hast done/9 


Porter profited by his friend’s gener­ 
osity and escaped to France. Sir Henry 
died a few days later, and Pepys con­ 
cludes, “It is pretty to see how tho 
world do talk of them as a couple of 
fools that killed one another out of 
love.’9

it is the providence of Goci and 
willingness of Americans in the gen- 
erations that have passed away to be 
led, in some measure, by Him.

Whatever success 
we may have 


achieved as a free people may be ac- 
credited largely to the potency of 
that righteousness among us which 
eialteth a nation. That is to say 
that America owes its success and its 
international 
preferment 
to 
the 


guidance and the grace of God. A 
careful student of history cannot 
conclude that the monienious discov- 
ery of these western lands simulta- 
neously with the regeneration of hu- 
man ideas and ideals in Europe was 
simply a coincidence. It ivas provi- 
dential. It was divinely planned and 
divinely led. 
Likewise no careful 
student of American history can come 
to another conclusion so valid as this 
that the progress of these United 
States is founded upon the grace of 
God and the underlying purpose of 
this people to keep close to His law. 


But some very superficial observ- 
ers of the trend of events would 
seem to have it otherwise. To read 
the industrial reports one would be 
led to think that the industries and 
the railroads and the balance of trade 
of this country are the fundamental 
b%ses upon which our prosperity is 
built. If we believed the politicians 
the central mainspring of all national 
prosperity is to be found in political 
systems. Some eminent millionaires 
would evidently have us believe that 
they are the real leaders of the peo- 
ple on the march to greatness, power 
and plenty. 


A man coming from a foreign shore 


to Xew York for the first time would 
be pardoned if he assumed as he 
gazed upon our temples of commerce 
and of finance that we worshiped un- 
adulterated materialism instead of 
the true and holy God. For among 
many peoples the shrines and the 
temples which they have dedicated to 
the service of God are the dominat- 
ing feature of the town and countrv- 
side. 


And too largely for her own good 


America is erecting a golden calf. 
And our calf is prosperity and mate- 
rial success. These be the gods some 
say that have made America. And so 
we perpetuate evils that prosperity 
may continue for a season. And so 
we postpone reforms and reforma- 
tion for fear that in effecting neces- 
sary changes we may endanger our 
prosperity for a time. There is no 
worse idol worship than this. There 
is no idol worship more insidiously 
dangerous than this. For it is the 
deification of money, of material suc- 
cess, above the right. To worship the 
calf of prosperity is to exalt oooor- 
tunism. 


And this calf Is not a dream calf 
with many men. 
It is not a mere 


academic conception. It is all to sad- 
ly a reality with many men. 
For 
there is many a man who would glad- 
ly reform the social order did he not 
fear that in the process of revolution 
however cautiously it might be car- 
ried on he would suffer in his world- 
ly estate. Many a man there is who 
is heartily disgusted with the state of 
things as they are who is unwilling 
to lose a little himself that the larger 
cataclysm which is sure to come as 
surely as we delay to mend our ways 
may be averted and the fortunes of 
the coming generations more effi- 
ciently conserved. And such a man, 
perhaps unconsciously, but more of- 
ten consciously, worships the golden 
calf of prosperity. 


America needs to recognize that 


God is at the centre of her being and 
the motive of all her phenomenal suc- 
cess. She needs to acknowledge His 
sovereignty and her indebtedness to 
Him. 
She needs to exalt Him and 


proclaim her fealty to Him. 
She 


needs to assert her allegiance to His 
prophets and to ally herself with His 
righteousness. For our prosperity is 
not the gift of men but the gift of 
God. 
We are entirely the architects 


of our fortunes. 
We should not be 


able to be the architects of them at 
all were it not for ths beneficence of 
the living God. We do not exist apart 
from Him and we cannot be secure 
apart from Him. In Him we live and 
move and have our being is a truism, 
but It Is one that we might well pon- 
der. 
For it states tersely the ulti- 


mate fact in life. May God grant us 
never to forget it. May we exalt Him 
and serve Him and love Him more 
than life itself.

try, happens to see in the one county 
newspaper 
of 
the 
week 
that 
good 
prices arc given for old fiddles, and 
some long forgotten Instrument in a 
lumber room or put away on a shelf 
suddenly comes to mind. 


Correspondence follows. 
The dealer 
sends a deposit in order that some fid- 
dle spoken of may be sent to him and 
examined, and ho usually replies that 
the Instrument sent Is dilapidated and 
but so-so generally, but that ho is "will- 
ing to give 30 shillings or £2 for it. 
In 
a great many cases the offer is ac- 
cepted offhand, and In this way most 
of the finest fiddles extant of the sec- 
ond class come into the hands of deal- 
ers. 
Only lately a cello that

end dealer for nearly £100.

Tom Porter was of a family which 
had zealously served the king. 
Undor 
the new government his occupation was 
gone, and ho descended to a triviality 
of life which finally Involved him in a 
most pathctlc event. This wa» a duel 
which he fought with his friend, Sir 
Henry liellasls, and which, says Pepys 
In his '*Diary," Is worth remembering 
for "the silliness of the quarrel, • • • a 
kind of emblem of the general com- 
plexion of the Avhole kingdom." 


But, silly as the quarrel undoubtedly 
was, It carried In It an element of heart- 
break. 


The two young men Involved were 
intimate friends and companions, but 
one day, **bolng merry In company," 
Tom Porter said he should like to see 
the man in England who would darò 
give him a blow. With that Sir Henry 
Bellasis struck him a box on the car. 
The inevitable duel followed, wherein 
each was wounded. 
Sir Henry provetl 
to bo seriously hurt, so he called Por- 
ter, kissed and bade him fly. 


"For," said he, "Tom. thou hast hurt 
'me, but I will make shift to stand upon 
my legs till thou mayest withdraw, for 
I would not have thee troubled for 
what thou hast done." 


Porter profited by his friend's gener- 
osity and escaped to France. Sir Ileniy 
died a few days later, and Pepys con- 
cludes, "It is pretty to see how tho 
Avorld do talk of tliem as a couple -of 
fools that killed one another out of 
love."

It is it hemispherical 
light, with the flat side toward the 
water, glowing sometimes without 
much change of form, but at other 
times rising into slender, moving 
columns, in which an excited imagi­ 
nation might recognize the flaming 
rigging of a ship.

planation offered Is that this object 
is a manifestation of St. Elmo’s fire, 
an electrical phenomenon; but the 
reason for its appearing only on or 
near the Chaleur Bay is not known.

Moses was up on the mount plead­ 
ing with Jehovah for Israel and Israel 
knew it. 
But in the perversity of 
their hearts the people for whom he 
plead and for whose welfare he was 
so solicitous deliberately denied any 
knowledge of his whereabouts. 
It 
was an altogether ignoble action. But 
we have seen its like since the days 
of Moses and perhaps we shall wit­ 
ness it analogy asaln. 


The lesson of the golden calf has a 
meaning and a warning for our gen­ 
eration. 
It has a particular lesson 
for America. 


If there is any one thing more than 
another that has made the American 
civilization and prosperity of to-day 
it is the providence of God and the 
willingness of Americans in tho gen­ 
erations that have passed away to bo 
led, in some measure, by Him. 
The 
root of righteousness that has always 
been active and heard among this 
people with reverence and respect, is 
at the bottom of our national success. 
Whatever 
success 
we 
may 
have 
achieved as a free people may be ac­ 
credited largely to the potency of 
that righteousness among us which 
evalteth a nation. 
That is to say 
that America owes its success and its 
international 
preferment 
to 
the 
guidance and tho grace of God. 
A 
careful student of 
history 
cannot 
conclude that the momentous discov­ 
ery of these western lands simulta­ 
neously with the regeneration of hu­ 
man ideas and ideals in Europe was 
simply a coincidence. 
It was provi­ 
dential. It was divinely planned and 
divinely led. 
Likewise no careful 
3tudent of American history can coino 
to another conclusion sd valid as this 
that the progress of these United 
States is founded upon the grace of 
God and the underlying purpose of 
this people to keep close to His law. 


But some very superficial observ­ 
ers of the trend of events would 
seem to have it otherwise. 
To read 
the industrial reports one would be 
led to think that the industries and 
the railroads and the balance of trade 
of this country are the fundamental 
b^ses upon which our prosperity is 
built. 
If we believed the politicians 
the central mainspring of all national 
prosperity is to be found in poliUcal 
systems. 
Some eminent millionaires 
would evidently have us believe that 
they are the real leaders of the peo­ 
ple on the march to greatness, power 
and plenty. 


A man coming from a foreign shore 
to New York for the first time would 
be pardoned if he assumed 
as he 
gazed upon our temples of commerce 
and of finance that we worshiped un­ 
adulterated materialism instead of 
the true and holy God. 
For among 
many peoples the shrines and the 
temples which they have dedicated to 
the service of God are the dominat­ 
ing feature of the town and country­ 
side. 


And too largely for her own good 
America is erecting a golden calf. 
And our calf is prosperity and mate­ 
rial success. These be the gods some 
say that have made America. And so 
we perpetuate evils that prosperity 
may continue for a season. 
And so 
we postpone reforms and reforma­ 
tion for fear that in effecting neces­ 
sary changes we may endanger our 
prosperity for a time. 
There Is no 
worse idol worship than this. 
There 
is no idol worship more insidiously 
dangerous than this. 
For It is the 
deification of money, of material suc­ 
cess, above the right. To worship the 
calf of prosperity is to exalt oppor 
tunism. 


And this calf is not a dream calf 
with many men. 
It is not a mere 
academic conception. It Is all to sad­ 
ly' a reality with many men. 
For 
there is many a man who would glad 
ly reform the social order did he not 
fear that in the process of revolution 
however cautiously it might be car 
ried on he would suffer in his world­ 
ly estate. 
Many a man there is who 
is heartily disgusted with the state of 
things as they are who is unwilling 
to lose a little himself that the larger 
cataclysm which is sure to come as 
surely as we delay to mend our ways 
may be averted and the fortunes of 
the coming generations more effi­ 
ciently conserved. 
And such a man, 
perhaps unconsciously, but more of­ 
ten consciously, worships the golden 
calf of prosperity. 


America needs to recognize that 
God is at the centre of her being and 
the motive of all her phenomenal sue 
cess, 
She needs to acknowledge Ills 
sovereignty and her indebtedness to 
Him, 
She needs to exalt Him and 
proclaim her fealty to Him. 
She 
needs to assert her allegiance to His 
prophets and to ally herself with Hla 
righteousness. 
For our prosperity is 
not the gift of men but the gift of 
God, 
We are entirely the architects 
of our fortunes. 
We should not bo 
able to be the architects of them at 
all were it not for the beneficence of 
the living God. Wo do not exist apart 
from Him and we cannot be secure 
apart from Him, In Him we live and 
move and have our being is a truism, 
but it is one that we might well pon­ 
der, 
For it states tersely the ulti­ 
mate fact in life. May God grant us 
never to forget it. May we exalt Him 
and serve Him and love Him mure 
than life itself.

people with reverence and respect, Is 
at the bottom of our national success. 
Whatever 
success 
we 
may 
have 
achieved as a free people may bo ac- 
credited largely to the potency of 
that righteousness among us which 
evalteth a nation. 
That is to say 
that America owes its success and its 
international 
preferment 
to 
the 
guidance and tho grace of God. 
A 
careful student of 
history 
cannot 
conclude that the momentous discov- 
ery of these western lands simulta- 
neously with the regeneration of hu- 
man Ideas and ideals in Europe was 
simply a coincidence. 
It was provi- 
dential. 
It was divinely planned and 
divinely led. 
Likewise no careful 
student of American history can come 
to another conclusion sd valid as this 
that the progress of 
these 
United 
States is founded upon the grace of 
God and the underlying purpose of 
this people to keep close to His law. 


But some very superficial observ- 
ers of the trend of 
events 
would 
seem to have It otherwise. 
To read 
the industrial reports one would be 
led to think that the industries and 
the railroads and the balance of trade 
of this country are the fundamental 
b^ses upon which our prosperity is 
built. 
If we believed the politicians 
the central mainaqirlng of all national 
prosperity is to be found in poUUcal 
systems. 
Some eminent millionaires 
would evidently have us believe that 
they are the real leaders of the peo- 
ple on the march to greatness, power 
and plenty. 


A man coming from a foreign shore 
to New York for the first time would 
be pardoned if he assumed 
as 
he 
gazed upon our temples of commerce 
and of finance that we worshiped un- 
adulterated materialism instead of 
the true and holy God. 
For among 
many peoples the shrines and the 
temples which they have dedicated to 
the service of God are the dominat- 
ing feature of the town and country- 
side. 


And too largely for her own good 
America is erecting a golden calf. 
And our calf is prosperity and mate- 
rial success. 
These be the gods some 
say that have made America. And so 
we perpetuate evils that prosperity 
may continue for a season. 
And so 
we postpone reforms and reforma- 
tion for fear that in effecting neces- 
sary changes we may endanger our 
prosperity for a time. 
There is no 
worse idol worship than this. 
There 
is no idol worship more insidiously 
dangerous than this. 
For it is the 
deification of money, of material suc- 
cess, above the right. 
To worship the 
calf of prosperity is to exalt oppor- 
tunism. 


And this calf Is not a dream calf 
with many men. 
It is not a mere 
academic conception. 
It Is all to sad- 
ly' a reality with many men. 
For 
there is many a man who would glad- 
ly reform the social order did he not 
fear that in the process of revolution 
however cautiously it might be car- 
ried on he would suffer in his world- 
ly estate. 
Many a man there is who 
is heartily disgusted with the state of 
things as they are who is unwilling 
to lose a little himself that tho larger 
cataclysm which is sure to come as 
surely as we delay to mend our ways 
may be averted and the fortunes of 
the coming generations more efll- 
ciently conserved. 
And such a man, 
perhaps unconsciously, but more of- 
ten consciously, worships the golden 
calf of prosperity, 


America needs to recognize that 
God is at the centre of her being and 
the motive of all her phenomenal suc- 
cess, 
She needs to acknowledge His 
sovereignty and hor indebtedness to 
Him. 
She needs to exalt Him and 
proclaim 
her 
fealty to Him, 
She 
needs to assert her allegiance to HI» 
prophets and to ally herself with Hla 
righteousness. 
For our prosperity la 
not the gift of men but the gift of 
God. 
We are entirely the architects 
of our fortunes. 
We should not bo 
able to be the architects of them at 
all were it not for the beneficence of 
the living God. We do not exist apart 
from Him and we cannot be secure 
apart from Him, 
In Him we live and 
move and have our being is a trulam, 
but it is one that we might well pon- 
der. 
For It states tersely the ulti- 
mate fact in life. May God grant us 
never to forget it. May we exalt Him 
and serve Him and love Him mure 
than life itself.
